Victoria Gaol. 

■ A sensfi of duty impels us onco 
moroto diroct attention to Victoria 

Gaol, and to ijrotest in the name of 
humanity against the tnily shocking' 
condition of afl'airs within the whitcd 
walls of that institution. Language 
is utterly inndoquntc to convey any- 
thing like a juat idea of wliat wan pre- 
sented to the eye and nose of this 
^writer in going the rounds of the gaol 
the other day. Nor mil itbe consider- 
ed necessary that the feelings of the 
• reader should be harrowed Ijy !ui at- 
tempt to draw a pen-picture of detaily 
already familiar to the public. Wo 
shall, therefore, content ourselves wi^h 
presenting a few general facts, leaving 
the reader to work out the inevitable 
and loathsomo details for himself. 
"When it is stated that the gaol is cal- 
culated to afford but very indifferent 
accominodatiou to thirty porrionti, and 
that eighty-four have been contiucd in 
it, the Avhule story is really told; for 
the thoughtful mind vnll readily mider- 
stand the hygienic and hybrid condi- 
tions incident to Kuch t)VL'rtu'owding. 
Of these eighty-four jn-isoiicrs, t^s'cuty- 
seven are Indians and sevou are 
Chinese. Sevou are lunatics. Of 
course anything like classification is 
rendered impossible. In some instan- 
ces nine human beings are crammed 
into a single cell incapable of properly 
accommodating more than two. These 
nine, it may be hardened criminals 
and young offenders, Indians, Chiiiosc 
and Englishmen, spend the night done 
up in a dirty-looking blanket, packed 
like so many sardines in a tin, inhal- 
ing the noxious gases and the vitiated 
atmosphere of an ill ventilated cell. 
In some of the wards the stench issu- 
ing through the small augei'-hole in the 
door of these cells is enough to take 
away ono,s breath! Ncjt oidy is classi- 
fication rendered impossible, but per- 
sons committed for trial and persons 
held to witness against them some- 
times mingle inomiscuously together, 
thereby doubtless in some instances de- 
feating the ends of Justice. So nuich 
for the physical condition. A word 
about the spiritual. Upon enquiring 
how often and by whom' religious ser- 
vice was held in tho gaol, the jiresent 
writer was informed that it was »o 
long since any religious service was 
hold that the officer has no distiiu't re- 
collection of the circumstance! Think 
of this, ye well|fed, well di-essed Christ- 
ians who sit in richly cushioned pews 
and listen to two sermons a Sunday! 
Have these eighty-four nu kouIh ? Is 
this looking for the sheep that was 
lost ? The International Prison 
Congress, at which all tlie leading civil- 
ized nations were represented, sat at 
London two months ago, Sir John 
Packington presiding. At the conclu- 
ding sedemnt Mr. Hastings, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee, road a re- 
port of the i:)rocee(liugs, in which they 
expressed an opinion that the moral re- 
generation of the prisoner should l)e 
the primaiy aim of nil prison 
discipline, that a progressive classifica- 
tion of prisoners should be adopted in 
nil prisons, and that in tlie treatmoiit 
of criminals all disciplinary punish- 
ments should bo abolished. Work, 
education and religion were the three 
great forces on which prison ndminis- 
tratoi's should rely. In his annual re- 
port the Wardem)f Kiiigst(ui (Canada) 
Penitentiary, an institution containing 
some six liundred prisoners, says," If a 
convict's physical comforls arc iicglcc'- 
0(1, you cannot convinc(( liini tliiit ycni liavo 
any great concern for his moral wi'llun'. 
He may liHten to ^^ood iidvicc, ljut it will 
pass for idli,' titllv if 1h> is fed on bad food, 
clothed witli indill'i'iont t^iiriiiciits, confin- 
ed in a diirk cidl from tht; time ho quits 
work iu the (noiiiiij^ until rising tiuKMicxt 
morning, made to aleoii on a hard bed 
frith insufficient covering, and forood to 
breatho a foul, cold atmospliore. Under 
tho.HO circinnstancos li(> will risf iu llio 
morning hi'ii^uid, unrcficHhod, moody, 
and tilled with disnonteiiL and anger to- 
■irard every body and ovorytliing around 
liiiu." Now, we iLsk, what must be the ef- 
fect of our treatment of prisoners? Thoy 
are promiscuouBly crowded into a very 
pandemonium, under circnnistancoa cal- 
cnlated to nurture rather than eradicate 
all their i!vil jiassions. Is it an old of- 
fender V lie comes ouL scvrii times more 
the child of hell than he went in. )s it a 
young man, sentonetHl to a sliort lei-ni for 
a first ollenee, committed, it may bo, nn- 
dei iK-'culiar temptation ? He goes in lo 
be taught the iiigber branches of eriin", 
and comen out an aecomplisiied villain, 
dotcrminod to (:;(:t ayon with soeie'ty anil 
outwit the law. Such au one might well 
be supposed, on entering Victoria Gaol, 
to adopt the language of Milton and ox- 
claim: 

" Ho fari wcll iiii!l with liopo farowoU fear; 
rariiwell rLMut'iHi'; nil i^ood tu mo 1b loat; 
Evil, bc^lhiju my hdhiII" 

Or, after experiencing its hospitalities for 
a vrfaile, might he not say, in the Avords of 
Byron: 

"My solitude it golitade no mnrr. 
Tint peopled wltli the fnrlf", I Imvi' idiaHlicd 
My tcctli 111 (liiiluii'KH till o tin iiiiii: iiinni. 
'I'liciii I'lini'il mybi'll' iit Hinifl ! I li- v.- pi:;yM 
Tor mndiii'i'" lis n bh'P.'iiiiH:— 'tin 'l. iileil mcl" 

Wo have soon that the World's Coiigr(\sH 
lias pronounced the moral rcgonendion 
of the prisoner to bo the ])riinaiy object 
of prison diRcijiline. Is not the tiMiib^ncy 
of ours to breed devils V Looking at the 
subject from the lowest and most utilitar- 
ian standpoint, does it pay to train men 
to be devils nnd then turn thnm Ioobo 
upon Society? 

Revenue and JElxpendituro. 

lid yofltlBirddy's "Gazette appeared a stato- 
xnent of the revenue and exiicnditnni for

During the"S£ mbntHi'anS'niiietoen days 
preceding Union, the ^otidunder theheod 
of receipts was $771,896'^; although t^e' 
revenue receipts propetvOjily foot up $822, 
76047. Prom the 20th STuly to the 31st 
December the revonuo recoii)ts ' proper 
amounted to §191,819 07, the gross re- 
ceipts during that period being $435,436 
G9. TluH makes the total receiiita during 
the year §1,200,832 88, although, strictly 
speaking, the rovoinio receipts projjor on- 
ly amounted to §514,580 14, tlio dillbrenoe 
being (diielly made up of Pcderal subsi- 
dies.

Mr. Walkem gavo an exposition on tho 
the various topics wliich camo l)eforo tho 
Legislature laat. session. .lOuthe indem- 
nity quoritioQ lifej; Ji^l^gvAedgedj^lJi^ti: iJie 
Miiiist-y were" out-voied and gave the 
members credit for ])atriotism in not 
forcing a resignation of tho Ministry. 
Tho "fee system" was denounced as im- 
praoticalalo. Tho Govornor was highly 
complimonted by tho hon. gentleman, and 
the statement made "that the : Ministry, 
are largely indebted to his experieni)^, 
his patience, his unremitting toil for their 
success." In conclusion, he said, I must 
now ai.-knowledgo tho very valuable assis- 
tance which I at all timea received from 
tho two gentlomen -^'liom you elected to 
vnpreaont you. Homo have complained 
of the silence of Mr. Hnntor, while others 
have praised the eloquence of Mr. Booth.
